Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-11 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Exemplary of such; 

Claim 1, line 15, it is unclear as to whether the 'a sheath' is in addition to that of line 10 
or one in the same. 

Claim 15, line 2, 'characterised by having' should be replaced with 'further comprising'. 
Claim 16, line 1, 'The' should be replaced with 'A'. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/06/2203, with respect to the rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 
7-11 and 14-17 in paper # 7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections have 
been withdrawn.
